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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although amended claims 4 and 9 further define 
the computer readable medium, these amendments do not overcome the previous 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection (prior OA, Pages 4-7) because 
the claim is still defined in terms of the program (i.e., "a computer program... comprising" and "a converting step... a removing step... etc) 
rather the method that is performed when the medium storing the program is executed by a computer, thus enabling the process' 
functionality to be realized. Also, the claimed computer readable medium is still not limited to tangible, and thus, statutory types (see prior 
OA, Pages 4-7). It is therefore recommended that claims 4 and 9 be amended to recite -A computer-readable recording medium- 
instead of "A computer-readable medium" in order to limit the computer readable medium to the statutory types listed in the specification.
